An Ordinance entitled An Ordi­ 
nance to regulate tin*

employment of 
automobiles, m o­ 
torcycles and any vehicle propell­ 
ed by gasoline, oil, or electricity ; 
to regulate the speed and m anage­ 
ment of the same; to regulate the 
conditions under which such ve- 
1 h id e s shall be used within the city 
of Comanche,

Be it ordained by the ( ity < oun- 
eil of the ('ity of Comanche. 
Art. 1. No automobile or motor 
vehicle which shall be driven, or 
operated on the public square, <>r 
on any’ public street, alley or drive 


w a y within the built-up portions 
of tin* corporate limits of the ('ity' 
of Comanche at a greater rate of
